Dear Freshmen, 


Our Rush booklet has taken on a new form this year, and so this letter intends to point up the 
changes that fraternities at Chapel Hill are undergoing. This is not a letter praising the past 
of the Greek system but will hopefully convince you that by joining this integral part of cam- 
pus life, you will be taking part in a system here at Carolina which is vital and dynamic, dety- 
ing the supposed ''death"' of fraternities. 

Last year fraternity men, faculty members, and University administrators held a weekend con- 
ference to discuss the goals and future directions of Greeks at Carolina; reevaluation is neces- 
sary for any institution's permanence, and our objectives are exciting and hopefully inviting. 
Last year the Interfraternity Council directed a blood bank tor Gravely Sanatorium patients, 
raised $12,000 for charities such as the heart fund and the Chapel Hill Library, participated in a 
community cleanup, awarded the Andrew Bershak Scholarship to four men on campus and im- 
proved our relations with the faculty. There is the lure of the social emphasis, but it is often 
overlooked that the fraternities have a deep interest in serving the University and town. In the 
future, there will be the parties and the intangible brotherhood of the past, but there will also be 
such new directions as a Greek symposium for the entire campus, faculty speakers at the 
houses, and the possibility of a Greek-sponsored dance for the campus. 

What this rush booklet is trying to do is to show you that many campus leaders are Greeks, 
that the future is becoming more inviting, and that the aware freshman can expect more than 
hazing and purely social endeavors in the way of constructive living-learning situations to make 
his educational experience more rewarding. 

Last year the Tar Heel said rush was a ‘super grand opportunity for all.’ | hope you will 
take part.

Scholarship 


Rushees are sometimes disappointed, sometimes delight- 
ed, to find that fraternities aren't quite so casual about 
scholarship as they appear in familiar stereotypes. Quite 
the opposite; the Greek system stresses academics. 

Why do we say this? First, of course, there is an auto- 
matic selectivity in requiring a 2.0 average before a man 
can pledge. But beyond Rush, what then? Does your lite 
become a three-year round of combo parties and beer 
blasts? Well, everyone sets his own goals for fraternity 
life, and if a guy is a goof-off in the dorm, he'll probably 
be a goof-off in ''the House.'' Most brotherhoods, how- 
ever, make systematic efforts to prevent this. For the 
pledge specifically, there are awards for top grades, help 
from House tutors or Big Brothers, and perhaps daily study 
halls. It's commonplace now to hear, "'| did the best I've ever 
done during my pledge semester. 

For the brothers, there are scholarship chairmen, study 
lounges, quiz files, graduate and faculty advisers and Fel- 
lows, and ©. P. improvement awards, among many others. 
For the fraternities, there is competition for an annual 
scholarship trophy presented by the IFC. Each chapter 
has its own approach, but all agree on the main purpose for 
our being here at Carolina. 

Fraternities at UNC never have conformed to the image 
of heavy-drinkers, the super clothes-conscious men about 
town. And while there may be some vestiges of the myth 
hanging on, you'll find that the large majority set their 
priorities for excellence in all areas of campus life, aca- 
demics being number one.

As for the parties themselves, 
the Carolina Greeks are famous for the 
best, whether the occasion calls for a 
famous name combo, a pie party, bath- 
tub gin, body paint, or black tie. 

When you choose a fraternity, you 
will base your decision on many factors, 
but rest assured that each Carolina fra- 
ternity offers an attractive social pro- 
gram. We like to think there is something 
for everyone and plenty for most. 
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What Is the Inter-Fraternity Council? 


The Inter-Fraternity Council is the governing body of all the fraternities on campus. As of 
this fall it has expanded to include not only the Social Fraternities but also the four Professional 
Fraternities. These new members are Alpha Kappa Psi, Delta Sigma Pi, Kappa Psi, and Phi Delta 
Chi. They will hold their 1970 Spring Rush at the same time as the Social Fraternities. Through 
the I.F.C., all members of all fraternities would like to invite you to participate in Rush. 


A Few Suggestions 


|} Enter Rush with as ''open'' a mind as possible. 
2) Talk to as many ''brothers'' as you are able. 
3) Do not be afraid to ask specific questions: 
a) concerning the type of pledge program used in each fraternity. 
b) concerning the relationship of pledge training to academics. 
c) concerning the actual cost of membership in a particular fraternity. 
d) concerning any information you fee! you:need to know which will influence 
your decision to join a fraternity. 
4) Finally, comply with the following Rush Rules. 


Rush Rules 


|. Only those students who are officially enrolled in the University and who have maintained 
an academic average of ''C'' (2.000), or better during enrollment shall be eligible for par- 
ticipation in rushing and pledging. The following special rules will also apply: 
A. Freshman students must have been officially enrolled for at least one semester, ex- 
cluding summer school. 
B. Students who plan to enter the University as freshmen, or who are enrolled in their 
first semester as freshmen will be considered as prospective rushees. 
C. Those students above freshman standing will not be considered prospective rushees 
and may be pledged at any time. 
D. Transfer students above freshman standing will not be considered prospective rush- 
ees and may be pledged at any time. 


Il. From 8:00 A.M. on the date of the first Orientation meeting of the fall semester until 8:00 
A.M. on the date classes begin after the Christmas holiday, the following rules will be 
in effect: 

A. Prospective rushees may not enter fraternity houses or living areas of fraternity men. 

B. Fraternity men may not enter living quarters of freshmen. 

C. Prospective rushees may not attend an organized fraternity function. An organized 
fraternity function is defined as one in which five fraternity members are present 
and/or one on which money is spent by fraternity men. 


Ill. During the Thanksgiving holiday, the Christmas and New Year holiday, and between 12:01 
A.M. of the next to the last day of scheduled examinations and 8:00 A.M. on the date of 
resumption of classes for the second semester and during the summer the following regula- 
tions will be in effect: 


Vi. 


A. No party for prospective rushees shall be held by a fraternity on fraternity property 
ora fraternity brother's property at the University, i.e. an apartment. 


From 8:00 A.M. on the day of resumption of classes after the Christmas and New Year's 
holiday, except for the semester break as described above, until the conclusion of the sec- 
ond semester formal rush, there shall exist between fraternity men and prospective rush- 
ees a strict silence. (Filial brothers are excluded from all rules involving fraternity men-rush- 
ee relationships.) During this silence, no fraternity man, fraternity alumnus, bull pledge, 
or any other fraternity agent (including those men who have dropped from a fra- 
ternity for failure to make a ''C" average) shall in any way entertain, engage in social 
conversation, or correspond with directly or indirectly a prospective rushee, except to ex- 
change a formal salutation. 
Seven days before and during the formal rushing periods, except for the actual rushing 
hours, strict silence will be in effect for all students who participate in the respective rush- 
ing. 
The following rules shall apply to the formal rushing periods: 
A. Each rushee must visit each fraternity house from which he has received an invita- 
tion during the first, second, or third day of the formal rushing period. 
B. Only soft drinks, sandwiches, cookies, cigarettes, and hors d'oeuvres may be served 
to rushees during the formal rushing. 
C. Only brothers, pledges, social affiliates, and employees (i.e. housemothers) may 
participate in rush.
